The Committee appointed on the morning of the 27th ims 
reported an Address to the several Abolition, Manumission, an. 
Anti-slavery Socicties, which being amended, was adopted, « 
follows, viz. 

To the Abolition, “Mfanumissior®, and Ant'-slavery Societies, 
throughoul the United Slates. 

It has been concluded by the “the American Convention fo: 
promoting the Abolition of Slavery &c.”? that before closing its 
present session, it would be proper to address you, on some of the 
important subjects which have at this time claimed its attention. 

Under these views, and with an earnest solicriude that ail 
peaceable and inoffensive means may be used by the friends of 
Universal Liberty, to promote the great objects of our associ- 
ation, it has been. resocved by the Convention, ‘That it recom- 
mends to the friends of the Abolition of Slavery throughout the 
United States, in the purchase of articles, the productions of our 
common country, to give a preference to those produced I¥y the 
labour of freemen. 

This measure we apprehend will not only encourage the labours 
of the freeman, by creating a ready and increasing market for his 
productions, but will produce a most benificial effect on the mind 
of every one engaged to bear ths testimony against one of the 
deadliest enemies of our country’s glory. It will keep our fun- 
damental principles alive in his own mind--it will create miany 
opportuisties to spread the views of this association, and will 
qnalify him to defend it by precept and example. 


But while we would encourage our brethren in every part o! | 


the union, to use (his, and every other peaceable means, to extir- 


pateslavery fram our favoured country, this Convention would re-| 


spectiully express ovr decided conviction, that no harsh er vio- 
lent measures can ever promote this happy resulf. 

Hitherto, the cause of personal freedom has kept pace with the 
progre - of conviction—it has never gone before, it can never be 
very farbehind ! It is therefore by frequent and dispassionate 
appeals to the reason and understanding of our fellow citizens, 
that we shall inost successfully resort, for attaining the glorious 
object of universal emancipation. 

It isa consoling truth, that reason and religion, the in‘erest 
and happiness of man, individually and collectively—our coun- 
try’s glory and the welfare of our posterity—are all concerned 
in this object. And when the eyes of our countrymen shall be 
opened to their truest interests, these are motives which cannot 
plead in vain! Letus then, with patience and forbearance, stea- 
dily persevere in the path of duty—a path, illustrious from th: 
magnitude of the object to which it leads, and hallowed bs ‘): 
footstens of the worthies who have trodden it before us. 

This Convention has also resolved, to.vecommend tothe Ab 
lition and Manumission Societies, throughout our couatry, to us 
their influence, by petitions to Congress, that slavery may be 
wholly abolished in the District of Columbia. 

_ This Territory, under the exclusive jurisdiction of our National 
Levislature, should present no object that could offend the eye, 
or harrow the feelings of the votary of Liberty. The traveller 
trom other countries—tie diplomatic agent of foreign govern- 
iments—and our own citizens from every part of the United 
States, shonld contemplate in this sacred spet, no object but 
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such as would elevate in the mind the character of our institutions, 
and warm the soul with a rational love for every part of our 
country, and every branch of onr Government. 

There is another subject fo which we would again call vour 
attention—-a subject fraught with importance to the speedy suc- 
cess of ourcause. [t is generally known, that the characte: 
ind condition of the black population have been urged, by the 
(viends of slavery, to repress the spirit of emancipation. Hence 
he importance of improving the circumstances of the people of 
oiour, by every means in the power of the benevelent. 

For ‘his purpese, and the firstin magnitude, is Education. 
In many parts of our country, institutlons for imparting to the 
children of Africa the benefits of literary instruction, are in suc- 
cessful operation, and thousands of them have been prepared, and 
are preparing, to make usefu. and honourable members of civil 
socicty. Some specimens of their improvement have been pro- 
duced and exhibited to the Convention, and to the citizens pre- 
sent with us, evincing extraordinary attainments in sume of the 
mostimportant branches of an English education. We have 
been renewedly encouraged to promote this noble work, and de- 
sire the encouragement of our brethren in every quarter of our 
country. 

Another mode of improving the condition of the free coloured 
population, we would respectfully suggest to you. Let their 
children, as far as practicable, be placed apprentices to trades- 
men and mechanics. ‘These, when they arrive at maturity, if 
they concuct with propriety, will acquire character and respecta- 
bility. 

We have also agreed to recommend to you, that exertions be 
made in the several States, to induce Legislators to en act Laws 
ithat will prohibit the separation of the families of slave , and en- 
force tne obligation of the marriage covenant.—Every thing 
that impairs the strength of this lie, tends to the degradation of 
‘man. No country ever attained to eminence in the arts of civi- 
lized life or inteliectual improvement, where the marriage cove- 
nant was not generally held sacred, 

We also recommend, that exertions be made to procure, in the 
several states, the removal of all existing legal impediments, im 
theway of educating the people of colou,. 

And lastly, brethren, we desire your encouragement in our holy 
/eause. Every noble and exalted principle is on our sit: ; and if we 
faint not, our successis certain. And may you be encouraged, not 
only faithfully to labour in your own vineyards, but, by «very 
proper means, aid in the planting of others. Do all you can to 
stimulate your friends, your neighbours, or connexions, in difler- 
ent loeations, to institute Manumisson or Abolition Societies. 
These will be the means of concentrating your strength—they 
will form rallying points for the friends of our cause—they will 
spread the concern, and increase the happy number of those 
who shail partake with you in the rich reward of good works.

The amount of debt of the Waited States at the commence- 
ment of every year since that of 1816, which was the first aftes 
the conclusion of the war of 1812, compared with the amount of 
debt at the preceding commencement, shews a continual diminu- 
tion of it, with the exception of the year 1822, which exhibits an 
increase of about three ‘millions and a half, which was undoubt- 
edly owing to the five millions borrowed during the preceding 
year on account of the Florida treaty, which was ratified by the 
Senate of the United States the 19th of February 1821. We 
have in the treasurer’s report of 12th December 1826, what 
would be the amount of debt at the commencement of 1827, 
being $73.920,844.76, At the commencement of 1822, it was 
93,547676.98. By taking the several particulars of the debt of 
1822, the average interest on it at that time appears to have been 
about 5 1-2 per cent ; at the commencement of 1826, it wasa 
very small fraction over 5 per cent, which was owing to a con- 
siderable part of the debt bearing an interest of 6 per cent, be- 
ing paid efi, and money being borrowed at 4 1-2 per cent, 
whence the average interest of the five years from 182 22 to 1827, 
may be estimated at 5 1-4 percent perannum. From these data,

upon subjects connected with slavery, exists 
to an awiul extent. 

I shall only say, as to the third circum- 
stance refered to, that it corroborates thie 
opinion infered from what went before, and 
further indicates a most settled hostility to 
every thing like reform, upon ‘he point con- 
tended. 

That the cause of emancipation is gaining 
ground, I have not the shadow of a doubt.— 
The time is not far remote when, even in ou 
northern sections of the Union, the Alrican 
race found few advocates out of the pale of 
one religious society. Now, ! am happy in 
believing, there is hardly a man, whose ta- 
lents and whose virtue entitles him to the 
esteem of his fellow citizens, whose judg- 
ment is not decidedly on the side of huma- 
nity and justice; the prejudices of the bulk 
of our citizens are fast approximating toa 
point hostile to the very uname of slavery. 

Now the question is, whether the cause 
is to be promoted by bold and vigorous mea- 
sures—by exposing the enormities which 
still are perpetuated and sanctioned by tlie 
system, and by rousing:public attention and

There 
are others whose feelings may be reached 
yy a sense of shame, and by the idea that their 
ondnact is arrayed at the bar of public senti- 
aent—but, indeed the system of slavery ap- 
years fo me to resemble a sore, which has 
joug spread and festered at the bone, while 
theexternal part has exhibited a tolerable 
healthy appearance.
